INTERESTING LIGHT ON THE LAW.

An importunate friend interrupts 
your breakfast to borrow £100. You 
gently but firmly decline, He then 
suggests that you take a stroll with 
him. In the course of the walk he 
inveigies you into a pablic inn, tells 
you that he has another friend here 
who will advance the money, and 
asks you to back his note. This 
time you are less adamant and sign. 
Jr is not till later when you réceive 
a writ for the £100 that-yau learn 
the obliging one was a moneylender 
with a registered office perhaps 200 
miles away, . Howevtr, you need act 
be dismayed as the law, in order that 
you: may not suffer- from this 
deception, insists that the money- 
lender shall make his calling knawn 
and shalt transact ali business ar his 
registered office. ; 

This interesting fact was mention: 
ed betore Mr. J. R. wood, the Puisne 
Judge. in the Summary Court ‘this 
morning when further reference was 
made to a case in which two Indiars 
borrowed $1,000 froma moneylender 
on a promissory note signed at th: 
Repulse Bay Hotel. Later when taé¢ 
two borrowers repudiated the debr on 
the ground that the business 
was, not transacted at the re 
gistered office of the moneylender, 
the latter’s solicitor contended that as 
both men knew who his ¢lient was 
and where his office was situated, 
they were making no pretence of 
attempting to evade their lawfcl 
obligations. :

SHIPBUILDING ‘INDUSTRY. 


SAD PLIGHT. 


REACRING A STANDSTILL. 


Telegraph. . 

Tn the quarter which ended on June 
30 only twenty-three ships. of 68.928 
tons, were commenced in all the ship- 
yards of the United Kingdom! 
Owing to high costs of Ishour in the 
iron and steel industries, as well as in 
the shipyards and engine shops, 
it no longer pays to construct vessels 
and it is also ‘cheaper ta 
repair them abroad, apart from the 
fact that the work is done quicker. 
Within living memory, the ship- 
building industry has not before been 
in such a sorry plight as it is to-day. 

The persons who are least concerned 
appear to be the men whove livelihood, 
as well as the comfort of their homes, 
is at stake. Work is proceeding 
abroad smoothly, snd Germany 
especially has begun to make con- 
siderable headway with the task of 
building up her mercantile marine. 
The belief which was current some 
time ago that Genaany was down 
and ont, so far as merchant shipping 
is concerned, has already proved a 
delusion. Owing to long hours and 
low wages, ships are being built rapid- 
lv and cheaply: and owing to the 
alliances which have been formed 
with American companies on the one 
hand, and with the Soviet Govern- 
ment onthe other, the German ports. 
are again active. No fewer than 
eighty: oversea. services are already 
in operation from Hamburg, and} 
ather German ports are also exhibiting 
remarkall> signs of activity. Before 
we know where we are the Germans, 
who are obtaining cheap ships which 
thes can run more economically than 
we ca@ mun them. will once more be 
our most serious rivals in sea carriage. 
With the support of the workers 
ashore and aficat the leaders in the 
shipbuilding industry are rapidly! 
picking up the threads severed by 
the war, and with the exchange asj 
well as all costs in their favour, they 
thev are making remarkable progress. 
Germany is certainly not “down and 
out": and the future of the ship- 
building industry in the United Stutes 
will also repay careful study. 

DEPRESSING OUTLOOK. 

The figures for British shipbuilding 
during last quarter. which have just 
been isstied by Lloyd's Register, 
make depressing reading. The 
manner in which hich wages, 
in association with the deranze- 
ment of the exchanges, are making 
business impossible is illustrated by 
an incident quoted in an article in the 
current issue of ‘* Fairplay.” It is 
|stated that about eighteen months 
or two years ago a couple of shelter- 
deck steamers built. in Britain 
were sold to an Italian firm for about 
£325,000 each. The purchaser paid 
about £270,000 in instalments at the 
rate of }00 lire a £, when, a dispute 
having occurred. the boats were sold 
by auction by the builders for £85,000 
each, If the Italian firm had im- 
plemented their contract and paid for 
their vessels at 100 lire.per,£ sterling. 
each boat would have cost 320,500,000 
lire, or at the pre-war exchange 
£1,400,000; or, taking the boats 
at 8,300 tons, with the deck openings 
not closed, £161 per ton dead weight, 
which is surely a record price. French. 
Belgian. and other firms are also in 
varying degree finding it difficult to 
do business with us, and British ship- 
owners have been forced to abandon 
an idea of placing orders. 


quaatity of tonnage the completion of 
which has been postponed owing prin- 
cipally to, the joiners’ strike and the 

‘coal dispute. The ge on which 

work has been stispetided amounts to 

785,000, and the tonnage which has 

been delayed in completion amounts 
to about 444,000 tons. These two 
totals, amounting to 1,179,000 tons 

(equal ta one-third of the whole of 
the tonnage under construction). 
must be deducted in order to enable a 
comparison to be made with. the 
figures for normal times, and we thus, 
arrive at a retiteed total of 2.351.000 
tons nnder construction in the United 
Kingdom. - ; 

‘What is happening is that nothing 
is being done on one-third of the ships 
now in hand, and that the progress on 
the remainder is slow. In its last two 
quarterly returns Lloyd's Register 
directed attention to the slow pace 
at which work was being completed. 
lt was pointed out that. whereas in 
1913 the average tonnage completed 
during each quarter was over 25 per 
cent. of the total work in hand at the 
beginning of the quarter, the corte- 
sponding figures for 1920 fell 
below 13 per cent. There was a 
still farther reduction during the last 
six months, the output for this period 
having fallen us low as Si per cent. 
Tn the June quarter of 1919 181 
steamships. of 514.240 tons, were 
launched ; in the June quarter of last 
vear the launchings amounted to 
154. of 518,568 tons : and now for the 
last quarter the figures were 91 steam- 
ships, of 313,103 tons. 

_Tt has recently been. reported that 
the worker in shipvards and engine 
shops are beginning to realixe the 
error which is being committed under 
mistaken leadership. and that greater 
industry is heing exhibited. It is not 
only hizh wages which are affecting 
shipbuilding, but slow production. 
and we can never hope to hold our own 
until wages fall and the rate of produc- 
tion rises. Towards the close of last 
century we built upwards of $1 per 
cent. of the shipping’of the world: 
unless an awakening comes we shall 
Jose almost entirely this valuable 
branch of our export trade. which in 
the past has provided highly paid 
and fairly regular employment for 
tens of thousands of highly skilled 
artisans. As has already been stated 
only twenty-three ships. of 68,928 
tons, were commenced during the 
three months which has just closed. 
In respect of foreign order the ship- 
building industry is onitstrial. Near: 
ly one-third of the tohnage to be seen 
in our shipyards to-day ig on foreign 
account—a legacy from the boom 
period which followed the Armistice, 
and if, as those ships take the water. 
na other orders are available. a large 
proportion of the workers will have 
to be discharged. 

In contrast with the hold-up 
of shipbuilding Lloyd's  Re- 
gister supplies us with figures. 
which show that great activity is 
being exhibited abroad. Though 
there has been a set-back in the United 
States, 851 ships of 2.669.421 tons are 
under construction abroad—and they 
are really under construction, The in- 
teresting feature of foreign ship- 
building is.the great attention which 
is being given to motor vessels. 
Whereas we have fifty-seven of 241.003 
tons in hand, there are’ 126 of 251,941 
tons’ building in other countries. 
Déenniark; Sweden, “ Holland. * Italy, 
Norway. Esthonia, and France are 
ali building these “ships of the future.” 
and there are seven building in the 
United States and two in the Dom- 
inions.

the exportation of beans and oils from 
Dairen and Shangbsi, while there 
seems to be a certain scarcity of bot- 
toms. On the homeward voyage. 
some shipments are also being carried: 
Things have become better at large 
on the North American line since 
July. From Calcutta are exported 
quantities of rattan goods, from 
Manila hemp, and from Japan peanuts. 
However, Japan's exports of tea are 
small, a fact that is worthy of special 
attention. On the homeward voyage 
there is timber, wheat, flour ete. 
jn abundance. owing to the decline 
in the Pacific freight rates and in the 
price of American iron. The Austral- 
jan route to Europe is not doing well, 
the only shipments being foodstufis. 
Exports from Japan to Australia find 
themselves in a specially difficult 
position in competition with British 
goods, and it will be imperative that 
cargoes should corfine themselves to 
small bulk until the wool trade re- 
covers. The homeward run enjoys 
some shipments of tallow, sulphate of 
of ammonia, flour, cattle, ete. Affect- 
ed by the decline in the prices of 
commodities in America, the west- 
ward New York line has not yet been 
freed from its deprestion. Exports 
of rice and bamboo ware from Hong- 
kong, cocoanut oil from Manila, and 
sugar from Java, are all in a atate of 
depression. Business is also bad on 
the homeward run. The eastward 
line to New York is little more re- 
assuring than the westward, the last 
movement of sugar, rice, tea, etc, 
being satisfactory. - 1t seems that it 
is difficult to secure sufficient cargoes 
in New York for the homeward voy- 
age, but it is believed that shipments 
of raw cotton from the southern ports 
will suffice.

WIRELESS BULLETINS OUTREACH

To ships far out at sea there come 
free wireless news items in perfect 
English: They are pasted ona natice 
board for all to see.

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HONGKONG CHAPLAIN INTERVISWED. 


“politics HER are 8 puzzle to the 
Chinese themeetves. as to Europeans.” 
said the Rev. A JS. Stearn, when in- 
tecviewed in Melbearne. Me. Stearn 
is chaptain of a cincesadt Church: of 
Englend school in Hongkong, and is 
at present in Sydney on 2 holiday. 
He has lived in China for six years, 
and has resided in Peking. Shanghai, 
and other places, He has bad many 
oppor unities of studying the country 
and the péople, and, while be has a 
great admiration for the Chinese 
civilisation’ and “for the peaceful 
disposition of. the people, he admits 
that the political @evelopments {n the’ 
country are Most diticult to follow. 

People talk a lot about unrest in 
China.” he said, “but it-all comes 
down to th: question of “squeeze.* 
"The man who becomes ao official is 
immediately faced with great tempta- 
tions. He starts out with ambitions 
te do something for China, bat he 
sees possibilities while in office of 
making an enormous “squeeze,” and 
of retiring on vast illgotten gains, | 
He can escape and live for the rest, 
of his life in'ease. The result is that 
you have officials coming and going, 
and new parties coming m every 
now and then.” 


“You now have two Parliaments 


meeting, and each says it is the[ 


correct Parliament. That under Dr. 
Sun Yat Sex; who is the father of 
Yhe Republic, and President of South 
China, meets at Canton. The other 
meeteat Peking. Sun Yat Sen is 4 
very broad-mindeo man, and very 
ihanest. 1 believe he has the 
interest of China at heart abso- 
lutely. Many people thought he 
was making a false step in setting 
himself up as President. Even some 
of his supporters think he is doing 
something which will cause blood- 
shed. I think he is doing ir all with 
tan honest motive. He is certainly a 
man to admire. The military party 
has chased him all over China, bat 
now he is at the zenith of bis power. 
He originally set up a Parliament in 
Nanking, but his Parliament is now 
in Canton, and he says this is the 
original Parliament.” ” i 
’ Referring to the complex nature of 
political developmenis in China. Mr, 
Stearn said-—“ China “is such an 
enormous place that some people 
have to wait weeks before they get 
any news, and you can imagine what 
the news is like when it is banded 
from one sampan to another, or from 
onetraveller to another. Com: 
munication with the interior of 
China, apart from the rivers, is 
maintained aloog paths about a 
foot wide, along which men. travel 
‘with wheel-barrows. Officials in thein- 
terior do not know what is going on 
elsewhere. ‘They have power to do 
what they like, and they do it at their 
own convenience, and at the expense 
of the natives. When the outside world 
gets any news about China, it usually 
refers to the China of the seaports. 
That is not reat China. The Chinese 
in these ports have more or less 
assumed the Western civilisation in 
preference to their own. China and 
ite vast millions lie behind these. 
Speaking of the ancient civilisation 
cf China Mr. Stearn’ saié: “Io 
many ways China’s civilisation is 
superior to our own. Many of them, 
however are tryisg.to assume Western 
Civilisation, which does not suit them 
at all “It Is like placing a tall-har 
on a labourer in the field. The 
influence of America in China is 
very great. Every American who 
goes toChina makes theChinese auder- 
stand that he is their friend. Great 
Britain does not do enough of this. 
In Peking when you talk to the 
Chinese in English they immediately 
answer you ‘in American. ie 
American missions are very good to 
the Chinese from an educational 
point of view. It is also said that 
the American missionary goes, to 
China with the Bible in one hand 
and a-bag of samples in the other. 
The Americans are also good to the 
Chinese in regard to their education 
after leaving school. They make it 
easy for them to. go to America, 
where they can live on the tines 
they have been, accustomed to, the 
Chinese hostels ‘providing them with 
Chinese food.” pee
